After Being Cut Considerably It Is R e ­ 


ported Favorably to the House. 
Harrisburg, Pa., March 15.—The hill 
to pension Pennsylvania veterans of 
the Civil War presented by Mr. Der* 
Chein, of Union county, was repor ed 
favorably »o tilt house, with the total 
ftppropi latiou reduced from $2,599,900 
lo $1,999,000. 
The bill 
places the issuance aud 
control of the pensions in the hands 
of the auditor general and makes a 
Kale of $5 per month for each person 
who served a year or less; $6 for 
those serving between one and two 
years aud $7 for those serving over 
two years. 
The municipal corporations commit­ 
tee also reported out the Hecht bill to 
provide for an extra mill of state tax 
on all property subject to state tax­ 
ation for road building.

Bank 
Examiner Objected 
to 
Lee's 


Loans and He Gave H it Homa and 


Other Real Estate to 8ecure Debt. 


Mount fealty, N. J., March 16. — 
Frederick 
H. 
Lee, 
cashier of the 
Mount Holly National bank, resigned 
his position because 
objection bad 
been made to the fact th at he borrow­ 
ed money from the bank. 
Mr. Lee had many friends on the 
board who wanted him to rem ain as 
cashier, but there were others who 
thought It would be better if be re­ 
signed, and to avoid controversy he 
did so. 
The following statem ent was given 
out by Pearson Taylor and George M. 
Hillman, members of the directorate, 
at the close of the m eeting: 
“Mr. Lee has insisted upon resign­ 
ing as cashier. His resignation was 
act epted by a full board m eeting. Al-’ 
bort 
B. 
Walters, 
form er 
assistant 
cashier, was selected to take Mr. Lee’s 
place. 
“The total indebtedness of Mr. Lae 
is less than $ IU,OOO and it is amply 
secured.” 
It 
is said that Mr. I^ee borrowed 
from the bank with the knowledge 
and consent of several of the direc­ 
tors and there was nothing crim inal 
in the transactions. A bank exam iner, 
however, retently objected to them , 
and the cashier gave his home, one of 
the finest properties in Mount Holly, 
and other real estate to secure the 
debt. 
“I have not made up my mind just 
what I shall do,” said Mr. Lee after 
the 
board 
meeting. 
*T have good 
prospects, but no definite plans for the 
future. 
I arn going to stay in Mount 
Holly a while, but have severed all 
connection with the bank." 
The bank, it was said, will hold 
L ees property for him until he Is in 
a (Mis it ion to redeem it. He was also 
bonded for $20,000, and at no time 
was the institution in danger of losing 
money through his borrowing. 
Fur­ 
thermore, the bank bas a surplus of 
180,000 and other securities and Is in 
excellent condition. 
Lee’s salary was $1500 a year, but 
he is said to have lived In the style 
of a man with a much greater income. 
He and 
his wife 
entertained fre­ 
quently at their home here, which was 
one of the centers of social activity in 
the town, and both have many friends 
in Philadelphia. 
It is estimated that Lee had bor­ 
rowed as much as $40,OOO from the 
bauk, but the amount had been re­ 
duced until It is within the limit of 
the banking laws and is now so pro 
toited that the institution will not lose 
anything. 
Lee has been cashier of the Mount 
Holly National bank for ten years, 
filling a position bis father once beld 
The demand made upon him to tran s­ 
fer his real estate as security is said 
to have been due principally to the 
bank's unfortunate experience In the 
past with trusted employes. 
Thirty year ago a cashier named 
Kelly embezzled $15,000 and was sen­ 
tenced 
to state's 
prison for eight 
years. The second defalcation occurred 
last summer, when Heller, the assist­ 
ant 
ashier, disappeared with $18,5o0 
of the bank’s funds. 


W ashington Holds That Mexicans Cap­ 
tured Men on American Soil—Death 


to U. S. Citizens Caught as Rebels. 


Washington, March 15.—Two devel­ 
opments in the Mexican crisis, ii their 
coming together is not a mere co­ 
incidence, may bt* fraught with serious 
meaning. 
Almost immediately following an an­ 
nouncement by Jose Limantour, iflexi* 
can minister of finance, in which he 
virtually dei lares that Americans ad­ 
judged rebels will be summarily shot 
without formality, the state depart­ 
ment asked the Mexican government 
to release Hiatt and Converse, Ameri­ 
cans, who are held prisoners at Juarez, 
Mexico.

Whether the state department's re 
quest is made in the belief that the 
point near Tia Juana at which Watt 
and Converse were arrest cd, accused 
of being spies, is really American soil, 
or whether It is contended that the 
arrests took place farther north, rn 
territory admittedly this country's, de 
spite the Mexican authorities’ stale 
merits, is not made certain. 
If the government at Mexico City 
releases the prisoners this will con­ 
stitute a rebuke for the Mexican of­ 
ficer In command, for he has insisted 
that the men were caught on Mexican 
soil. 
The fact that the United States con­ 
sul ai El Paso ai the time dei dared 
that he could offer no argument why 
Hiatt and Converse should lie released 
points to the possibility that a bound­ 
ary dispute may result.

China’s Distrust and Resentment For 


Russia Is Responsible For Failure 


of Amicable Negotiations. 


St. Petersburg, March lo. — The 
Russo Chinese 
imbroglio 
has devel­ 
oped situations of considerable ton 
cern to this government. 
Russia has awakened to the fact 
that Chinas deep-seated distrust and 
resentment is responsible more than 
anything else for the failure of amic 
able negotiations. 
Japan is said to be making warlike 
preparations. 
The Novo* Vremya makes the un 
usual intimation that there is discord 
in the government over the measures 
to be u n d e r la in against China. 


Soldiers Near an Outbreak. 


The situation is revealed in dis­ 
quieting dispatches from the army of 
occupation on the Chinese 
frontier.
